The extraordinary part of the story 
is that the grocer kept the war up for

years 
practically 
single 
handed and even went to the extremity 
of declaring war on ills own sovereign 
in tin? meantime before he was caught. 
H e burned farms and even villages, 
employed mercenaries after the fashion 
of the times and made himself the ter 
ror of the district. 
H e was finally in 
fluenced to sto p hostilities by Luther, 
ami after lie had taken the sacrament 
from ids hands ho was betrayed Into 
n furt her net of hostility by treachery 
and, being raptured, suffered death on 
the wheel after refusing an act of 
grace which granted him the painless 
and honorable death of the sword. The 
atory is perhaps the strangest of all 
the romances of that romantic age.

Panama, Colombia, July 0.- When 
the news reached here that President 
Roosevelt had signed the Spooner bill 
providing f<*r the eonstruetion of an 
isthmian canal over the Panama route 
if a good title could be secured from 
the Panama Canal company, great was 
the rejoicing among the people of Co­ 
lombia, for the proposed work will 
mean much to Colombians in a mono- 
tary ns well as a sentimental sense. 
There has probably never been an 
enterprise in which so much of the 
romantic and tragical lias been in­ 
volved as the Panama canal scheme, 
and it seems difficult yet to realize that 
the possibility of the completion of the 
canal is at least imminent.

first stops have been taken, and with 
reawakened interest the officials and 
citizens of this republic will watch the 
maturing of their cherished dream. 
As far back sts the end of the six­ 
teenth century the idea of an isthmian 
canal was first conceived, though it 
was not until many years later that 
the Panama scheme proper came iiro 
being. Even then it was not given a 
great deal of thought until the middle 
of the nineteenth century. I tit since 
then there lias been no subject which 
has been more exploited by speakers 
and writers. 
In 187b the first positive step was 
taken in Paris by M. Ferdinand de 
I.esseps, who convoked an internutlou 
al congress to d'scuss the feasibility ot 
cutting a canal through tin* isthmus of 
Panama. The congress adopted a plan 
which M. de I.esseps had already pre­ 
pared, and at once the Panama Canai 
company was formed. Lieutenant Bo 
naparte Wyse of the 
French nav> 
transferring to the company a conces­ 
sion lu> had obtained from tliu Colom­ 
bian government. 
A commission was sent here from 
France to make surveys and prepare 
estimates of the cost. This commission 
reported that a canal could be built 
for about $17<Mhhi,oijO. These figures 
I>e Lesseps induced to Slllu.tKNi.ooo and 
announced 
that 
a 
tidewater 
canal 
could be built for that sum. So confi­ 
dent was lie of the accuracy of his fig 
ures that he invited many prominent 
men to be present at the opening of the 
canal, which he set for ISM". The work 
of construction was at once begun, uml 
in 1881 the first detachment of canal 
employees arrived at Colon. 
Beyond the making of surveys, build 
ing of camps, hospitals, etc.. itching 
much was a c c o m p l i s h e d , however, un­ 
til the year set for the formai opening 
. arrived. Interest charges o:i loans had 
In the meant mu* been accumulating 
and in the autumn of 1.888 further bor 
rowing became Impossible. 
Toon fol- ; 
1ow<h1 a crash which shook the world 
of finance, tin* company being forced 
into liquidation. 
All France was at' 
footed, for no h**- ilia:; v <M«mi Freiidh 
men had been Induced to invest money 
in tin* enterprise largely through ap­ 
peals to their patriotism. 
A receiver with unlimited powers 
was appointed to take charge of tiie 
company’s affairs. 
This receiver sent a 
commission here in the following year 1 
to examine and report on the work 
done. Needless to say. the report was 
discouraging. Not more tlian a fifth of I 
the propo>o*d work had been accom­ 
pli shell, and a plant valued at $3o,doo,- 
000 was rusting away in Idleness. 
Moreover, the tide level at Colon was 
filling in. and the harbor was becoming 
shallow owing to the cut. 
ll<»lte. however, was not finally aban­ 
doned. The United States of Colombia 
granted to the French company un ex­ 


t e n s i o n of time, allowing ten years 
trom is:*a in which to finish the con­ 
tract, provided operations were re 
Mimed Itefore FeBruary of that year. 
This was balked by the actions of r.

, Paris that the company had obtained 
exceptional privileges, which it had 
used for the purpose of defrauding in 
vestors by bribing no less than a hun 
ilred deputies.
